This is in reference to your letter requesting the General Services 
Administration (GSA) guidelines to control the use of official park- 
ing spaces by unauthorized personnel in leased buildings. 

The GSA guard force cannot be used to patrol the garage areas of the 
Magazine, Key, and Ames Buildings since the parking garages are private 
property not under lease to the Government. Any enforcement to control 
the unauthorized use of individual parking spaces must be initiated by 
the Lessor at the request of the GSA Buildings Manager.
